Ok lahoma City, Oct. 
G.—Impeach* 
m ent of Gov ernor J. 
C. Walton will 
be attempted by the Ok lahoma legis­ 
lature Oct. 17. 
A call for a special seas ion of the 
legislature on that date was issued 
by W. D. McGee, a member of the 
house of representativ es from Ste­ 
phens county. 
The call was promulgated almost 
immediately upon au apparent pre­ 
arranged influx of 
mail and 
tele­ 
graphic requests for the session from 
more than 
a 
majority ot t he m e m ­ 
bers of the house and was based upon 
the legal 
presumption 
that at 7 
o'clock last Tuesday ev ening initia­ 
tiv e petition No. 79 . which permits 
a 
legislativ e majority 
to summou 
in­ 
v estigating 
and 
impeachment 
ses­ 
sions without gubernatorial authority, 
became a definite law and that neither 
certification of the election 
by the 
state election board nor any other 
proceduie was necessary. 
The text 
of the call is carefully 
drawn, in 
strict conformity to law. 
The gov ernor is not named in the 
call, which states the legislature is 
called to meet at noon, October 17, 
“ for the ¡mrpo.se of inv estigating the 
commission of 
impeachable ofieuses 
by officer*» of the state subject to im­ 
peachment, as prov ided in article 8 
of the constitution of Ok lahoma.’’ 
The political strategy of the ready 
acquiescence in the continuance 
of 
Gov ernor 
Walton's suit to restrain 
the state election board from certi­ 
fying Tuesday’s election to the sec­ 
re ta ry of state became manifest 
in 
this latest action. 
It now appears, ac­ 
cording to legal interpretation of the 
election statutes, that Tuesday's elec­ 
tion, particularly that part of If ap­ 
plying to initiativ e petition No. 79 , 
does not hav e to be certified to the 
state secretary, nor is its certifica­ 
tion to anybody else absolutely es­ 
sential, yet the gov ernor's opponents 
gav e the impression that they wore 
being restrained from acting, whereas 
in reality, they were secretly mak ing 
preparations for the special legisla­ 
tiv e call, which was mailed before 
any ink ling of it reached outside the 
"rebel circle.” 
W. C. M.Allister, secretary of the 
state election 
board, said certifica­ 
tion of the election was unnecessary 
to mak e it legal.

ultimatum was deliv ered to Finland 
by Russia, 
demanding 
satisfaction 
for the murder of two sov iet officials, 
came the statement from the lega­ 
tion 
that the 
foreign office replied 
to the Russian communication, refus­ 
ing compliance with ids demands.

The Russan gov ernment’s note re­ 
called the recent murder of the two 
sov iet 
members 
of 
the 
Karelian 
boundary 
commission, 
Lav roff 
and 
Leshnev , declared they were k illed 
by Finns, and announced the Finnish 
gov ernment would be held responsi­ 
ble for their deaths. 
The demands 
included appointment of a mixed com­ 
mission to inv estigate the assassina­ 
tions, punishment of the assassins in 
accordance with Russian law and the 
deposit of 1,500,000 gold mark s by 
Finland to guarantee the indemnifica­ 
tion of the families of the dead men.

Finnish Foreign Minister Vennola’s 
reply denies guilty k nowledge of the 
assassinations, refuses to accept re­ 
sponsibility for them, and 
refuses 
compliance 
with 
the 
Russian 
de­ 
mands. 
Officials 
here v iew the 
situation 
with considerable concern. 
Finland, 
they say. already has shown sufficient 
strength to win 
her 
independence 
from Russia, and since then has con­ 
tracted an alliance with the “ Baltic 
triplets,” Esthonia, Latv ia and Lith­ 
uania 
Should Russia attack Finland, 
officials say, it is probable that her 
three Baltic allies would align them­ 
selv es with her at once, and there is 
the further chance that Poland would 
do lik ewise, as Warsaw would v iew 
with disquiet eyes any encroachment 
by Moscow upon the Polish corridor 
to the Baltic. 
Russia admittedly has 
one of the most powerful and best 
equipped armies in Europe.

The Insects p ast, 
the winter as eggs u nder the old fe­ 
male scales, these eggs hav ing been 
laid the p receding fall. 
The eggs 
are v ery tiny , white, and v ary from 
30 to 100 in nu mber. 
In the sp ring 
from middle May to middle Ju ne, 
these eggs hatch Into y ou ng scale In­ 
sects. 
The 
newly

scales are tiny , six -legged, activ e crea­ 
tu res. Soon after hatching they leav e 
the old mother scale and wander away 
n search of the new and tender 
growths of the tree.

The control of scale Insects of all 
k inds is chiefly by sp ray ing, and this 
op eration may be carried on at two 
entirely different p eriods of the y ear 
and for two entirely different p u r­ 
p oses.

The commonest, most wide spread 
and best known scale Insect in the 
United States attacking not only apple 
and other orchard trees but about 30 
different kinds of shade trees, is the 
oyster-shell scale, so (’ailed because 
the form of the adult female acale is 
not unlike that of an oyster shell. 
Lift History of Seals, 
The life history of the oyster-shell 
scale may be used as an Illustration 
for the whole group. The insects past. 
the winter as eggs under tile old fe­ 
male scales, these eggs having been 
laid the preceding fall. 
The eggs 
are very tiny, white, and vary from 
30 to IOO in number. 
In the spring 
from middle May to middle June, 
these eggs hatch Into young scale In­ 
sects. 
The 
newly 
hatched 
young 
scales are tiny, six-legged, active crea­ 
tures. 
Soon after hatching they leave 
the old mother acale and wander away 
rn search of the new and tender 
growths of the tree. 
They may spread hot only by crawl­ 
ing, bat by being carried on the bodies 
of Insects or feet of birds. 
When 
they hare finally settled down they In­ 
sert their beaks into the tree and be­ 
gin drawing out sap. 
They soon lose 
their legs and antennas and their 
bodies become covered with white, 
waxy fibers. 
These fibers soon mat 
down to form the scale covering. 
As 
the Insect grows the scale gradually 
assumes 
its 
characteristic 
oyster- 
shell shape, within which the legless, 
eyeless insect is to be found. 
Change Into Flies. 
Tile male scale Insects start out 
like the female scale insects, but when 
they have formed a scale and made 
partial growth they change into tiny 
winged flies which emerge from under 
the scales. 
The control of scale Insects of all 
kinds Is chiefly by spraying, and this 
operation may be carried on at two 
entirely different periods of the year 
and for two entirely different pur­ 
poses. 
In one case the spraying is 
done when the trees are not in foli­ 
age, that is, in the late autumn or 
early spring, ana these sprays ars 
known aa dormant sprays because of 
the dormant condition of the treea.

experiment conducted at the South 
Dakota experiment station. The foun­ 
dation cows of the experiment repre­ 
sented a blending of Hereford and 
Shorthorn blood, each cow being sired 
by a pure bred beef bull and out of a 
grade cow. 
Each of the foundation 
cows was bred repeatedly to the dairy 
herd bulls in the station herd and the 
heifers were retained and bred to the 
dairy bulls, thus producing second gen­ 
eration crosses which had 75 per cent 
dairy blood. 
Milk and butterfat rec­ 
ords were kept for each lactation peri­ 
od of the grade foundation cows and 
their graded-up offspring. 
The average yearly production of 
the grade beef cows was found to be 
4,155 pounds of milk and 170 pounds of 
butterfat. 
The first generation heif­ 
er* produced by these cows to the 
service of pure bred dairy sires made 
records averaging 6,707 pounds of milk 
and 260 pounds of fat. The first cross 
of dairy blood therefore brought an In­ 
crease of 2,552 pounds of milk and 90 
pounds of butterfat In each heifer’s 
yearly production. 
Expressed In per 
cent, the first cross heifers produced 
81 per cent more milk and 52 per cent 
more butterfat than their dams. 


Wheat Is Excellent Feed 
I 
for Chicks and Layers 
Wheat is a good feed for young 
chickens and laying hens and may be 
fed with profit when the price Is low, 
says D. C. Kennard, associate In ani­ 
mal industry, Ohio experiment station. 
The grain m ixture may be ©f equal 
parts of com and wheah *ad the mash 
of 4 parts ground com, 4 of medium 
ground wheat, and 2 of high-grade 
meat scraps or tunknge. 
If It is desired to use oats, the mix­ 
ture suggested Is corn 4. wheat 4, and 
oats 2 parts, and a mash of ground 
com 3 parts, medium ground wheat % 
finely-ground oats 2 and meat scraps 
or tankage 2 parts. 
Any change of feed for laying hens 
should 
be made gradually, it was 
pointed out, as a sudden change may 
seriously affect egg production. 


Thunderstorm Doesn't 
Sour Cream, Says Iowa 
Folks who are trying to deliver 
sweet cream to their creameries com­ 
plain now and 
then that thunder­ 
storm* sour the cream. 
The dairy department at Iowa State 
college says that a thunderstorm will 
have no effect on cream that Is prop­ 
erly kept at a low temperature. 
For 
example, lf milk and cream are kept 
In cans In a cooling tank through 
which flows all water pumped for the 
live stock, a thunderstorm will not af­ 
fect either of them. 
The installation 
of such a cooling tank is not difficult 
nor very expensive and it will make 
possible added Income from the dairy’ 
herd through a better price for sweet 
create.
